A proposed sewer bond issue of $400,000 was ap­ 
proved in Bristol yesterday by a resounding three-to-one 
vote, the unofficial tabulation being: Yeas, 1230; Nays, 
387; majority, 843. 
Purpose of the loan is to extend and enlarge the sew­ 
age treatment plant of the borough, along lines required 
by the State in connection with the pure-strcam, anti­

This rental would mean a sewer rent of $6 a year 
for those whose water charges are $15 per year, and $8 
for those paying $20 a year for water — the average for 
homeowners in the borough. 
When the improvements are completed, it is under­ 
stood that the sewer plant will have a capacity to serve a 
population of about 20,000, and will meet the most exact­ 
ing standards for the treatment of waste. 
Biggest ward percentage for the sewer bond issue 
was in the Third, which approved it 98 to 14, and the 
closest was in the Sixth, where it carried 278 to I 50. Other 
ward totals were: First, 297 to 61; Second, 130 to 25;' 
Fourth, 248 to 113; Fifth. 179 to 24.
